Recent developments in 
the war in the air give de- 
finite ground for con- 
fidence that we are rapid- 
ly approaching the con- 
ditions necessary for 
absolute victory. In a sen- 
tence, we can be sure that 
Not only will the supreme 
quality of our airmen and 
of our aircraft, so convinc- 
ingly demonstrated over 
Northern France, be 
maintained, but also that 
the time is not far distant 
when we shall cease to be 
submitted to the strain of 
numerical inferiority. 
Nevertheless, when the 
public are tempted to de- 
mand that greater weight 
should be devoted to this 
or that activity, 
should reflect how many 
activities in how many 
parts of the world our air 
power has to undertake. 
In the first place let it be 
noted that the R.AF. is 
even now. conducting 
heavy operations on a line 
running from Malta to 
Syria, back to Tripoli, and 
thence to Eritrea and 
Abyssinia. This denotes 
a concentration of air 
power in the Mediter- 
ranean, in Palestine and 
Iraq, and in Africa which 
would have been quite im- 
possible only a few 
months ago. In the sec- 
ond place, since there is 
every reason to believe 
that the enemy is devot- 
ing his air strength to the 
Russian theatre, it is clear 
we must devote our at- 
tacks to targets which 
will ease the pressure on 


Russia. Moreover we are! 


rightly assured that the 
danger of a large-scale 
attempt at invasion is 
not past and that swift 


victory in the East would, 


see Hitler swinging west- 
wards. That means more 
air strength to keep the 
invasion ports under fire. 

It will be noted that 
R.A.F. activities, with 
notable exceptions, are 
essentially long-term or 
defensive in . character.

Since the conquest of France 
Goebbels's propaganda machine 
has been at pains to persuade the 
conquered peoples of Europe that 
Hitler has set himself the task of 
establishing a  so-cailed “New 
Order” jn Europe which means the 
total subjection of Europe to 
National-Socialist principles and 
methods, Would Hitler be satisfied 
with a Europe “ordered” on totali- 
tarian lineseor would he use a 
Europe organised by Nazi Ger- 
many as a jumping-off ground for 
realising world domination? 


The First Lying Slogan 


It must be remembered that 
Hitler in the pursuance of his plan 
of conquests allotted to each stage 
of the advance of Nazism a parti- 
cular slogan. His struggle for 
power in Germany was adver- 
tised under ‘the slogan “Against 
Versailles and Marxism.” After 
achieving power in Germany the 
Nazis immediately started a vast 
armament programme and at the 
same time ruthlessly transformed 
the spiritual and social life of the 
German people,.adjusting German 
industry and finance on a_ basis 
of State . capitalism in order to 
build ue an Irresistible and dyna- 
mic military machine. 


This history of 1934-8 tells how 
cunningly Hitler masked his 
aggressive aims by an outwardly 
conciliatory foreign policy. The 
world’ was told that Germany 
would never go to war to achieve 
its political aim of. rectifying the 
“injustices of Versailles.” He 
rejected in strong terms the 
suspicions of those who attributed 
to him dark

Aggression Pact with. the Pilsudski 
regime. He maintained a friendly 
attitude to Schuschnigg of Austria, 
thus veiling his aggressive designs 
towards that country. By his 
vehement attacks against Bolshev- 
ism in general and _ Soviet 
Russia in particular he success- 
tully deccived many in Western 
Europe and the United States 
about his plans in the fleld of 
foreign policy. 


All these years the Nazi agents 
were hard at work undermining 
the political and social structure 
of the different countries of 
Europe with the sole obiect of 
preparing the ground for ultimate 
military action. With the pro- 
Gress of Germany’s rearmament 
Hitler’s foreign policy took on a 
more aggresSive tone.

fluency in. English... — 

It is sometimes assumed’ that 
they just “picked it up” through 
association with their Bfritish 
colleagues. True, these young 
fighting men from the enemy- 
occupied lands of Europe are ex- 
tremely quick on the uptake. 
Their vocabulary embraces most 
of the current “slanguage” of the 
R.A.F., which they employ with 
gusto. But thelr knowledge 
good English results from care- 
ful instruction given on a sys- 
tematic basis by the Educational 
Authorities of the R.A.F. 

At the depots where Allied air- 
men are given thelr training, and 
at the subsequent Training 
Schools and Operational_ Units, 
teachers of English are busy with 
their pupils of half-a-dozen dif- 
ferent nationalities, Some of the 
teachers’ are R.A.F. Officers; 
others are civillan: whose ser- 
vices have been made available 
by the British Council. Man of 
these were teaching english in 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and the 
Balkans before the Nazi hordes 
swarmed in. 

In class, English is taught by 
what is called the ‘‘direct met- 
hods,” in which only English {s 
spoken, This is speedy and simple, 
and does away with the drudgery 
of learning the {ntricacles of 
grammar and syntax. 

Apart from regular classes in 
English, the Allied airmen learn 
a lot of their English in the daily 
work outside the classroom. In 
all their overat‘onal instruction 
and in their contacts with their 
British colleagues, English speech 
is used, and absorbed. Also social 
activities, “tea~fights,” sports and 
so on are organised in which the 
Allied pilots and air crews are 
encouraged to speak English as 
freely as possible. 

That is why when a Polish, 
Czech or other Allied airman goes 
into action alongside his British 
colleagues there is no difficulty 
in the vital matter of inter-com- 
munication. 


FIREMEN REJECT

The meeting passed a resolution 
that any code must apply to all 
ranks and both sections of the 
service; must contain no provision 
for pav deductions or additional 
duty, and must embody the’ right 
of appeal to an independent com~ 
mittee.

They 
will get no holiday pay, no famfly 
allowances, and no indemnities for 
losses resulting from bomb dam- 
age in air ratds. 


Thelr wages may be reduced 
“if their efficiency is not up to 
standard,” and because they are 
excluded from the labour com- 
munity and thys pay no social 
taxes they will be liable to a 
apecial 16 per cent. charge.

Abyssinia. This denotes 
a concentration of air 
power in the Mediter- 
ranean, in Palestine and 
Irag, and in Africa which 
would have been quite im- 
possible only a few 
months ago. In the sec- 
ond place, since there is 
every reason to believe 
that the enemy is devot- 
ing his air strength to the 
Russian theatre, it is clear 
we must devote our at- 
tacks to targets which 
will ease the pressure on 
Russia. Moreover we are 
rightly assured that the 
danger of a large-scale 
attempt at invasion is 
not past and that swift 
victory in the East would 
see Hitler swinging west- 
wards. That means more 
air strength to keep the 
invasion ports under fire, 

It will be noted that 
R.AF. activities, with 
notable exceptions, are 
essentially long-term or 
defensive in character.

itler’s Slogans 


Since the conquest of France

The First Lying Slogan 


It must be remembered that 
Hitler in the pursuance of his plan 
of conquests allotted tu each stage 
of the advance of Nazism a parti- 
cular slogan. His struggle for 
power in Germany was adver- 
tised under the slogan “Against 
Versailles and Marxism.” After 
achieving power in Germany the 
Nazis immediately started a vast 
armament programme and at the 
same time ruthlessly: transformed 
the spiritual and sovial life of the 
German people, adjasting German 
industry and finance on @ basis 
of State capitalism in order to 
build’ up an Irresistible and dyna-~ 
mic military machine. 


This history of 1934-8 tells how

Through 
Storm 


The British bomber 
force which attacked 
Kiel and Bremen on Wed- 
nesday night had to bat- 
tle against electric storms 
which one pilot described 
as the worst he had ever 


seen: 

One aircraft was twice thrown 
up 200 feet and wus at times 
nearly out of control. 

The night was a test both for 
crews and aircraft, states the Air 
Ministry news service, but for 
many the reward came when they 
broke to a clear sky and saw 
flames rising to a great height 
from the shipyards at Kiel. 

At Bremen it was more diffi- 
cult to ste resuits but a good 
load of bombs was dropped on 
the target. 

The sustained offensive of the 
last few weeks, it is stated. has 
shown that the summer night is 
not too short for effective bomb- 
ing.—_Reuter. 

Worst Ever 

An experienced _ pilot said 
it was the worst storm’ he had 
ever met. 

He said: “It began half way 
across the North See and must 
have been about 200 miles in 
depth. Thunderstorms put both 
the wireless and air-speed indica-~ 
‘tor out of use. 

“TI tried to climb above the 
clouds but the higher we went 
the more ice there was. Only 
thing to do was to fly through 
them. 

“Electric fire Ht up the lead- 
ing edge of the wings and air- 
ecrews With the unnatural light. 
The guns looked as though they 
were red hot and the trailing 
atrial flicked tike the lash of a 
tuminous whip cutting through 
the alr with a trall of sparks. 
“We were buffeted in every

“The storm Justed until we were 
only 20 miles off Bremen and then 
there was a welcome patch of 
clear sky.”

Recent developments in 
the war in the-air-give de- 
finite ground for con- 
fidence that we are rapid- 
ly approaching the con- 
ditions necessary for 
absolute victory.
